Joslah and Jennie are our _ great grandparents. 

They settled on the western section of the Brown homestead. 
They are burled at the Vllllam Sharp Cem. near intersection of 
Falrvlew and Back Mountain road. 

Josiah received land grants: 

133 acres on the Vatere of Blk River in 1827 
132 acres at Indian Draft in 1828 

In tho Var of 1812 Joslah Brown was drafted for service at 
Norfolk, Virginia. John Brown a younger brother, being 
unmarried, volunteered in his brother’s place and was 
accepted, and was ordered to report for service at Varm 
Springs. Virginia. John seems to have been a very religious 
youth. On the evening before his departure for the seat of 
the war, he came over to his brother Josiah’s to bid them all 
farewell and have one more season of prayer ad supplication. 
Then as he went away over the fields he was heard 6lnging, 
"When I can road my title clear." This was the last he was 
ever see or heard of by his brother Joslah's family, as ho 
never came back from tho war. 

The history of Joelah Brown was one of the humble toil 
and self-sacrifice for the good of hla family. In the course 
of his life he endured great personal suffering and 
afflictions. Hlo was bitten twice by rattlesnakes when In the 
ranges looking for his stock. Once he was with his neighbor, 
Vllllam Sharp, who cared for him and help”him home. The 
second time he woe alone, and it is believed he saved his life 
by putting his llpe to the punctures and sucking out the 
poison. Finally, a strange sore appeared in the comer of one 
of his eyes and spread over much of his face. Kay believed 
thia was the result of the snake bites. It caused him 
excruciating sufferings, that were greatly intensified by the 
efforts of sympathizing, well meaning friends to cure him. 

Sad and pathetic memories of his brother. John Brown, seemed 
to ever haunting his mind, and the tears seemed to be ever 
ready to flow at the mention of hi6 name.

The Burgess nano has been spelled different ways over the past two 
hundred year6 - Boggacc Boggoss, Burgle, and Burgess. All information 
used has been taken from Historical Sketches of Pocahontas County by V.T. 
Price, 1901, Pocahontas County Clerk’s office records: marriage, land, 
births, deaths. Sane for Bath County. 

For the past two hundred years the Burgess name has been a familiar one 

in Pocahontas County. The flrmt Burgees, John Burgess, I, <our _ great 

grandfather), was a native of Ireland. He was a weaver by occupation and 
before the year 1755 settled near Albany, low York, where he diligently 
plied hie vocation. It is more than probable that his loon wove the 
blanket which hie son, John Burgess, 11, used in the Revolutionary Var, 
and some of the neighbor soldiers were clothed in material prepared by his 
industrious hands. 


The name of John Burgess’s wife or her family are not remembered. 

There were four daughters and two sons:

2. daughter - married a Kelley in state of Mew York

4. Elizabeth Burgess - moved to Pocahontas County with her brother, John 
and his family.

John Burgess, II, born at least 1755 near Albany. Sew York. He claimed 
to have been a Revolutionary War soldier and served in the artillery, and 
was one of the first to enlist and the last to be disbanded of the Sew York 
Continental Troops. While we have in hand no positive information to this 
effect, yet there Is such reason for believing that John Burgee wa6 at the 
surrender of General Burgoyne. 

John Burgess serried a Miss Kelley, of lew York, and soon after the 
Revolutionary Var they soved to Harrisonburg. Virginia. Later about 1798 
Johq and his family settled in Pocahontas County. When his daughter Nancy 
married in 1811 to Villlam Kayee, on her marriage bond, it lists her father 
as moving to Ohio and her brother John Burgess, Ill giving permission for 
her to mirry. I have no proof as of yet but I believe that he nay have 
settled in Gallia County, Ohio. Gallia County was set aside and land wan 
given to men who had been in the Revolutionary Var.

#6. Mary Burgess - married her cousin, 25 Feb. 1812 to James Young. 

The minister was Christopher Frye. They settled in Augusta County. 

#7. Nancy Burgesa - married June 1811 to Villlam Mayse, the minister 
was Samuel Kennerly. John Burgess and his first wife, Sarah were 
witnesses. John gave permission for Nancy to marry. Their marriage 
was recorded in Augusta County. They settled in Mill Point, Vest 
Virginia. He was among the first blacksmiths to strike sparks in that 
vicinity. 

#8. Jane Burgess - married 27 Nov. 1815 to Tboma& Armstrong, the minister 
was Wright Burgess, (Wright the minister) was probably her uncle. 

Jane and Thomns lived near Churchvllle, Virginia. 

#9. Hampton Burgess - went to Ohio in early manhood, married a Miss Smith 
and sottled in that state. 

#10. Nathan Burges6 - married 30 Aug. 1803 to Martha Kinnison, the minister 
wa6 John Pinnell, the omrrlage was recorded in Bath County. She was 
the daughter of Charles Kinnison, the pioneer. They settled on lands 
that were later owned by the Payne family in the 1900's. Nathan 
Burgess was a skillful gunsmith. Late in the 18th and 19th century, 
many of the hunters were supplied by him with rifles. Some of them 
were used for military service. Several of the guns were reputed to 
be some of the most accurate in this county.

JOHN BURGESS, III FAMILY HISTORY 
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John Burgees, III, was born n«or Albany, New York In 1778. He case 
to Harrisonburg, Virginia with his parents and family when he was a mere 
child. <A6 of now there 1 b no information as to where hi6 brothers and 
sisters were born>. From Harrisonburg, his family came to the Little 
Levels area In 1798. 

He was a carpenter by occupation. For aany years he made must of tho 
coffins that were used in the lower half of Pocahontas County. He did the 
carpenter work on the dwelling occupied for many years by the late George 
V. Poage. 

In 1803 he received 100 acres in a land grant, on Locust Creek. 

See Sims Land Grant Book, page 124. 

John Burgess, III, married twice. 

His second wife was our _ great grandmother. 

First wife - 8 March 1803 to Sarah "Susan" Casebolt, the minister was 
John Plnnell, the marriage was recorded at Bath County, 
witnesses were Grlffeth Evens and Asehel Casebolt. She 
may have been the daughter of Barbary and Henry Casebolt. 
John and Susan lived near Mill Point. 

John Burgees, III was drafted into the military service during the Var 
of 1812, but owing to the critical state of his wife Susan's health, he wn6 
permitted to put In a substitute, and remain with bla wife and family. 

(The substitute 16 not known as of now). He thu6 escaped the suffering 
privation which caused the death of many of the mountain people during the 
notable defense of Norfolk vicinity that was planned to shield Richmond 
from British invasion and depredation. Susan soon died about 1813. 

After her death, John Burgess, III moved to tho mountain farm west of 
the head of Swago Creek. In 1981 Pocahontas County History It states "John 
Burgess owned over 1,339 acres on the head waters of Vi 11 lass River”. 

*** Second wife - 27 July 1820 to Hannah Nclair, the sinister was Joelah 
Cole, and the marriage was recorded at Augusta County 
Courthouse. She was the daughter of Daniel and 
Elizabeth McNair, from the vicinity of Churcbville, 
Virginia. The McNairs were pioneers from Pennsylvania. 
The name was spelled different ways: HcNara. McNeer, 
McAnare, KcNalre. See McNair family history, PAGE 

A6 of now there is no information a6 to which of John's children 
belonged to Susan or Hannah, other than what David Burgess told to Mr. 
McNeel in the late 1600's. I will list the children as David did:

She may have been 
born about 1824, raking her from the second marriage and not from the 
first anrrlage. In 1850, 1860, and 1870 census Xary or Martha Is 
living with her brother David Burgess.

Married 25 Narch 1833 to Elizabeth Ann Hcfalr, born 31 Sept. 1799, 
died 16 Dec. 1855, age 55 y, 3 a. 17 d, They are both burled at Ruckmn 
Ceil, near Mill Point. Elizabeth was a daughter of David and Elizabeth 
XcRair.

Pocahontas County, was a person of remarkable muscular strength and 
agility. He was passionately industrious, and even in extreme old age 
never satisfied without something useful to do He and his family have 
done very much in developing that part of the county where he resided In 
his attire he was very neat and particular, and a perfect gentleman His 
personal influence and example were for fair dealing, strict integrity, and 
pure morals. He lived to be ninety-two years of age NANCY CASSELL died 
several years before her husband Her death was occasioned by a nasal 
hemorrhage, brought on by over exertion in crossing a very high rail fence

The Cleek family cane iron Gernany to America about 1732. The name 
is found In records sb Gluck, Gllck, Cleak, Clock, Click, Clerk, and Cleek. 
In his book, Vestern Augusta Pioneers, 1957, George Vashington Cleuk wjote 
that Baltas Cleek born 1699, cane to this country from Gernany In 1732 with 
his four sons. Their enlgratlon was probably due to nany 
factors-religious, econoatc, and political. (The book can be found at 
Green Bank Library, and McClintic Public Library, and can be bought at Bath 
Co. Historical Society). 

In 1732, at age 32 when BALTAS CLEEX sailed fron Rottordaa, however the 
voyage proved to be too such for Baltas and he became ill and died. In the 
book "Thirty Thousand Ranee of I Migrants'* by Prof. I Daniel Rupp llstc the 
following name on page 82: 

September 26, 1732. Palatines imported in the Ship Mary, 
of London, John Gray, Raster from Rotterdam, last from Cowes.

The following article was written by Dr. Vard Sharp. 

John Johnston's parents migrated from lew Jersey and settled at Beverly 
Manor, In the colony of Virginia, In about 1740. Present day Staunton, 
Virginia, Is centrally situated In what wa6 formerly the Beverly Manor land 
grant. John John6ton wa6 asong those early pioneers residing in the 
Staunton area prior to the out break of the French and Indian Var in 1754. 

The Governor of Virginia approved an expedition to attack French and 
Indians at Port Pitt. On 8 March 1754, Capt. Andrew Lewis and John 
Johnston enlisted In the Virginia Militia at Staunton. They proceeded with 
other Augusta Militia to Wills Creek (Fort Cumberland). There they Joined 
the naln body of Colonial troops. These troops proceeded to Great Meadows. 
Fort Vecesslty, east of present Uniontown, Pa. There they were engaged in 
battle with a large body of French and Indians on 3 July 1754. The 
Virginia Militia, having suffered defeat, were allowed to return hone (See 
the Muster Soil before Battle of Meadows 3 July 1754) leither Andrew 
Lewis nor John Johnston were attached to Braddock's ill-fated expedition in 
1755. Instead, they were thought to be engaged in fortifying the frontier 
against pending Indian attacks. 

Treaty with the Indiana following the French and Indian Var In 1758 
prohibited land acquisition west of the Alleghany Range. The Territory 
remained off bounds to white settlement until the treat with the Indians 
at Port Stanwlx in 1768. Treaty of 1768 opened up the territory and John 
Johnston was among the Influx of pioneer settlers. 

He either acquired land, or applied for patents, prior 1776. A quote 
of the Pocahontas Times—date unknown—stated that John Johnston acquired 
1500 acres of land In the Jerico Community near Marl inton. The patent was 
not located but one parcel of 160 acres issued In 1776 to Johnston. This 
patent states that the land acquired from within the 100,000 acre land 
grant Issued to the Greenbrier Company. 

A group of the earliest pioneers formed a community in present Swago, 
Buckeye, Mill Point and Little Levels. Indian dissatisfaction with the 
1768 Treaty caused hostilities to flare. These pioneers detected Impending 
dangers. They decided to build a fort and remain to defend It. 

This fort known as Fort Keckley or Cackley, was completed In 1772. It 
was the first of four forts built in the upper Greenbrier of present 
Pocahontas County. It was built and manned by the local settlers Clover 
Lick Port and Warwick’s Forts were- -for example—built by the Virginia 
Militia. John Johnston—being an expert woodworker, Joint fitter, etc., of 
heavy timbers, played an important role in the construction of Fort 
Cackley. He served it also as an Indian spy or scout. 

John Johnston, like many of the pioneer men, did not marry until into 
their 30s or AOs. Ages of his oldest children suggest be married in the 
1770s. His first wife, believed to have been a Ewing, died when relatively 
young, leaving his with seven or mors children to care for. To secure a 
governess, he carried on correspondence with an agency in London. He mode 
a trip to Richmond. Virginia, paid the passage of--Ellzabeth Tllllson 
Auldrldge and her son, William Tilll6on Auldrldge—and took them to him 



hose on Jerico Bond. Years later John and Elizabeth narrled. 

John Johnston was born about 1734 and died about 1826, at age 92. 

Hie will wao signed April 1925, and probated 1926. His grave was In the 
vicinity o i Porter KellIson's residence. 

John Johnston grew up in an unspoiled, pristine environment. He wae an 
expert hunter and woodsman. His father and grandfather plied the 
woodworkers trade for which wan a noJor occupation at the tine, outside of 
faming for a livelihood. John hod ready use of woodworking tools. He 
becane a shaper of bows and arrows under the Instruction of bis father and 
grandfather.

JOHN JOHNSTON/JOHNSON FAMILY HISTORY 


The following Article was written by Or. Ward Sharp 

John Johnston's parents migrated from New Jersey and settled at Beverly 
Manor, in the colony of Virginia, in about 1740 Present day Staunton, 
Virginia, is centrally situated in what was formerly the Beverly Manor land 
grant John Johnston was among those early pioneers residing in the 
Staunton area prior to the out break of the French and Indian War in 1754 

The Governor of Virginia approved an expedition to attack French and 
Indians at Fort Pitt On 8 March 1754, Capt Andrew Lewis and John 
Johnston enlisted in the Virginia Militia at Staunton They proceeded with 
other Augusta Militia to Wills Creel (Fort Cumberland* There they joined 
the mam body of Colonial troops These troops proceeded to Great Meadows, 
Fort Necessity, east of present Uniontown, Pa There they were engaged in 
battle with a large body of French and Indians on 3 July 1754 The 
Virginia Militia, having suffered defeat, were allowed to return home 
(See the Muster Roll before Battle of Meadows 3 July 1754) Neither Andrew 
Lewis nor John Johnston were attached to 8raddock's ill-fated expedition in 
1755 Instead, they were thought to be engaged in fortifying the frontier 
against pending Indian attacks 

Treaty with the Indians following the French and Indian War in 1758 
prohibited land acquisition west of the Alleghany Range The Territory 
remained off bounds to white settlement until the treat with the Indians 
at Fort Stanwix in 1768 Treaty of 1768 opened up the territory and John 
Johnston was among the influx of pioneer settlers 

He either acquired land, or applied for patents, prior 1776 A quote 
of the Pocahontas Times—date unknown—stated that John Johnston acquired 
1600 acres of land in the Jerico Community near Marlinton. The patent was 
not located but one parcel of 160 acres issued in 1776 to Johnston This 
patent states that the land acquired from within the 100,000 acre land 
grant issued to the Greenbrier Company 

A group of the earliest pioneers formed a community in present Swago, 
Buckeye, Mill Point and Little Levels Indian dissatisfaction with the 
1768 Treaty caused hostilities to flare These pioneers detected impending 
dangers. They decided to build a fort and remain to defend it 

This fort known as Fort Keck ley or Cackley, was completed in 1772 
It was the first of four forts built in the upper Greenbrier of present 
Pocahontas County It was built and manned by the local settlers Clover 
Lick Fort and Warwick’s Forts were- -for example—built by the Virginia 
Militia John Johnston—being an expert woodworker, joint fitter, etc , 
of heavy timbers, played an important role in the construction of Fort 
Cackley He served it also as an Indian spy or scout. 

John Johnston, like many of the pioneer men, did not marry until into 
their 30s or 40s Ages of his oldest children suggest he married in the 
17705 His first wife, believed to have been a Ewing, died when relatively 
young, leaving him with seven or more children to care for To secure a 
governess, he carried on correspondence with an agency in London He made 
a trip to Richmond, Virginia, paid the passage of—Elizabeth Tilllson 
Auldrldge and her son, William Tilllson Auldrioge—ano too* them to his

MCAVOY FAMILY HISTORY 


John McAvoy is the progenitor of the McAvoy families of Bath 
County and of those that later settled in the western counties of 
Virginia, now called West Virginia. 

The circumstances of John McAvoy's coming to America from 
Northern Ireland are reported by Oren F Morton in his History of 
Highland County A more complete ccpy of this family story, and 
perhaps Morton's source, is a hand written version by .T H Burns 
as it was told to him in 1689 by the granddaughter of John McAvoy 
The story remained a family legend and is again reported by U B 
Cut right in his History of Upshur County, an area where McAvoy 
families settled after leaving Bath County (Below is the article 
from History of Highland County} 

Indentured whit* servants were not rare in the Augusta 
colony. The general influence of the system was not good, since 
it led to black slavery and also fostered immorality The female 
servant who became the mother of a bastard was made to serve an 
extra year. Servants often ran away, and if captured, they were 
forced to serve extra time as an offset to the cost of recovery, 
this, being adjudicated by the county court. Wallace Estill made a 
claim of this sort in 1756, specifying twelve days as scent in the 
recovery. 

John McAvoy and thirteen other youths were kidnapped from 
Ireland and brought to Virginia Sevoral of the boys were 
recovered by their parents McAvoy was sold to Robert Carlile. 
and by him resold t a man in the Valley While in Urn service of 
the latter he married Frances Pritt, but returned to the Dull 
Pasture before his time was out. His owner came arid took him 
back. At length his wife went to where lie was, carrying her 
child, and the horning after tier arrival ■aim said she would have 
to go back.

Hot ouch ia known about the parents of the children listed 
below. I have spoke and written to several people and they can't 
find their parents. I have a theory that several people accept. 
But It is hard to write it on paper and have it sound simple. 

In Historical Sketches of Pocahontas County, 1901, page 319, 
it mentions only two sisters Jane and Bancy and two brothers 
VI11 lam and John. But on page 409 In the Jacob Cassell history 
It mentions that his wife was a sister to Squire Hugh McLaughlin 
of Karlinton. 

In John McLaughlin’s will 1838 recorded in Pocahontas County, 
It mentions that he wanted "my friend and brother Hugh McLaughlin 
as executor of hie will.” 

In a land survey of Hugh McLaughlin's It mentions his name 
as Hugh McLaughlin, Jr. This is important because that might mean 
that their father could have been Hugh McLaughlin. 

In the late 1790's a Hugh McLaughlin and his brother James 
McLaughlin moved from Bath County, Va. to Lewlsburg and set up a 
bar. 


It may be that Hugh had the first four children to one wife 
and she died, then he later married another lady and had one 
child, Hugh McLaughlin. 


In any event I feel that Hugh McLaughlin, Sr. who lived In 
Lewlsburg, and had a bar, was the father to all five children 
listed below. I did not list him as a father on the family tree 
chart so as not to mislead anyone. 


1. Vllliam McLaughlin - lived on the head of Jackson River; 
later settled on Thomas Creek, near Du nacre, W. He la 
the father of almost all Dunmore McLaughlins. Married 
Nancy Wiley around 1825.
